Th e clerk mu st be intelligently info rmed 
abo u t th e v ario u s lines o f go o ds th at h e is h and­ 
ling. He sh o u ld-read trade papers and keep h is 
ey es o pen to ward newspapers to get h elpfu l in­ 
fo rmatio n abo u t h is line. 
Th e intelligent clerk giv es a dependable im­ 
pressio n as to wh at kind o f go o ds are mu st du r­ 
able, and mo st satisfacto ry fo r th e pu rpo se want­ 
ed. He can also tell wh at kind o f material is best 
su ited to th e pu rch aser’s tastes, h abits, manner 
o f liv ing and asso ciatio ns. A pu rch ase made with 
th e aid o f su ch intelligence is far mo re satis­ 
facto ry . 
In o u r o wn to wn, th e fo rce o f salespeo ple is o f 
a permanent ch aracter. As few ch anges as po s­ 
sible are made, and th e better po sitio ns are apt 
to be filled by pro mo tio ns fro m th e lo wer jo bs in 
th e same sto re.
